ORDER 

New Delhi, the 2nd November, 1979 

S.O. 630(E)/18AA/IDRA/79.—Wlierea» by the Order of 
the Government of India in the late Ministry of Industrial 
Development No. S, O, 695(E)/18AA/IDRA/72, dated 


the 3rd November, 3972 (hereinafter referred to as the taking 
over of management order), the Central Government had 
authorised the Industrial Reconstruction Corporation of India 
limited, Calcutta ; to take over the management of the in¬ 
dustrial undertaking known as Messrs. Gancsh Flour Mills 
Company Limited, Delhi, (hereinafter referred to as the said 
undertaking), for a period of five years upto and inclusive 
Of the 2nd November, 1977 ; 

And, whereas, by the Order of the Government of India 
in the late Ministry of Industry and Civil Supplies (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development) No. S. O. 55(E)/18AA/ 
1DRA/75, dated' the 23rd lanuary, 1976, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment terminated the appointment of the Industrial Recon¬ 
struction Corporation of India Limited as the authorised 
person _and auhorised instead a Board of Management (herein¬ 
after referred to as the first Board of Management) consisting 
of the persons referred to in paragraph 2 of that Order to 
manage the said undertaking ; 

And, whereas, by the Order of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment) No. S. O. 742(E), dated the 1st November, 1977, 
the Central Government directed that the taking over of 
management order shall continue to have effect for a further 
period upto and inclusive of the 2nd November, 1979 ; 

And, whereas, the constitution of the first Board of Manage¬ 
ment was partially modified by the Order of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial 
Development) No, S. O. 743(E), dated the 1st November, 
1977 ; 

And, whereas, by the Order of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment) No. S.O. 60(E), dated the 2nd February, 1978, the 
first Board of Management was replaced by a new Board of 
Management (hereinafter referred to as the second Board of 
Management) ; 

And, whereas, the constitution of the second Board of 
Management was modified, from time to time by the Central 
Government by notified orders ; 

Ailfl, whereas, the second Board of Management, with 
its constitution as so modified, is to hold office upto and in¬ 
clusive of the 2nd November, 1979, namely, the date upto 
which the period of the taking over of management order was 
extended by the order of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Development) 
No. S. O. 742(E), dated the 1st November, 1977 ; 

And, whereas, the Central Government Is of the opinion 
that it is expedient in the public interest that the taking over 
of management order, as extended by the order of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department of 
Industrial Development) No. S. O. 742(E), dated the 1st Nov¬ 
ember, 1977 and as modified by the other orders heretofore 
mentioned regarding the person or body of persons authorised 
to manage the said undertaking, should continue to have 
effect for a further period of one year ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18AA, read with the proviso to sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18A, of (he Industries (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby directs that the order first mentioned in the 
immediately preceding paragraph, and as so modified, shall 
continue to have effect for a further period upto and in¬ 
clusive of the 2nd November, 1980 and that the said under¬ 
taking shall continue to bo managed by the Board of Manage¬ 
ment referred to in paragraph 2 of this order, being the second 
Board of Management authorised to manage the said under¬ 
taking and bolding office immediately before the date of issue 
of this Order, subject to the following terms and conditions, 
namely :— 

(i) the Board of Management shall comply with all direc¬ 

tions issued from time to time by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment; 

(ii) the Board shall hold office upto and inclusive of the 

2nd November, 1980; 

(ii!) the Central Government may terminate the appoint¬ 
ment of the said Board of Management, or of any 
of the persons comprising that Board of Management, 
earlier if that Government considers necessary to do 
so.
